In a letter to the Romulus City 
Council on October 24, Shiloh In¬ 
dustries announced it would be 
closing its Romulus facility. 

Located at 4800 Inkster Road, 
the company built the facility in 
1996 as part of its 'blanking divi¬ 
sion". Blanking is the process of 
forming iron into different shapes. 
Shiloh performed this task for the 
auto industry and other business¬ 
es. 

According to a spokesperson 
for Shiloh Industries, "We don't 
have enough revenue to run the 
business, we have to downsize." 
They have issued a warrant notice 
to their employees and will very 
shortly begin the process of selling 
the property, liquidating the as¬ 
sets and laying off the workers. 

Shiloh's second location in 
Canton will remain open however 


it will not be able to take employ¬ 
ees from the Romulus location. 
'Canton couldn't absorb the em¬ 
ployees," said the spokespersoa 

At a recent city council meet¬ 
ing, members discussed Shiloh's 
Industrial Facilities Tax Exemp¬ 
tion Certificate. The tax abate¬ 
ment was designed for businesses 
that are relocating or moving their 
facility. 

Councilwoman Romak raised 
concern over the city's present tax 
abatement agreement and sug¬ 
gested the council change the 
wording in case other businesses 
decide to close due to the low 
point in the economy. The council 
agreed to change the abatement 
and expressed their regret in see¬ 
ing Shiloh close its doors. 

Shiloh will cease operations on 
December 7. 


New firm to 
take over 
noise 

abatement 

program 

A glimmer of hope may be in 
sight for Romulus residents who 
are eligible for remodeling work 
from Wayne County's noise abate¬ 
ment program. 

The Wayne County Commis¬ 
sion recently approved a $9.5 mil¬ 
lion contract to C & S Engineer¬ 
ing, to essentially take over the 
noise abatement services that 
have floundered in bureaucratic 
red tape for years. The Syracuse, 
New York firm has a contract that 
runs through October 31.2004. 

According to the task force that 
recommended C & S, the firm is 
an "experienced, national compa¬ 
ny’ qualified to revamp the prob¬ 
lem-ridden noise abatement pro¬ 
gram. 

The noise abatement program 
was established to assist home- 
owners that live near the airport 
by either purchasing their prop¬ 
erty, assisting their move to a loca¬ 
tion further from the airport, or 
by performing work on the home 
to sound-proof them. 

Over the years several hun¬ 
dred Romulus homeowners have 
taken advantage of the sound-in¬ 
sulation portion of the program 
that equips homes with highly rat¬ 
ed sound-insulated windows; new 
doors that block sound; and insu¬ 
lation placed in exterior walls. 

Many homes have also re¬ 
ceived central air conditioning 
units and aluminum siding.

The defendant, Tony Slaughter, 
used a friends photo and docu¬ 
ment to purchase a pick up from a 
local auto dealer, according to 
Wayne police.

Slaughter was arrested in Oak¬ 
land County Circuit Court where 
he faced an unrelated felony 
charge.

Dearborn for bank robbery. After 
the defendant’s initial appearance 
in the 29th District Court Slaugh¬ 
ter was handed over to Dearborn 
to answer to the charges in that 
city. 

Slaughter appeared before 
Judge Carolyn Archbold on Nov. 7 
and, after a brief hearing, was 
bound over to Circuit Court to 
stand trial on the “false pretense’’ 
charge. His bond of $10,000 was 


continued by Judge Archbold. 

The defendant’s arraignment 
on the information is scheduled 
for 9 a.m. on Nov. 21 in the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice. 

If Slaughter, who has a lengthy 
criminal record which includes 
two felony convictions, is found 
guilty of the latest allegation, he 
could face up to 12 years behind 
bars. The convictions of bank rob¬ 
bery could put the Belleville resi¬ 
dent behind bars for life.

Voters choose an Arab-American, a 
police officer, and a lawyer as mayors 


Voters in Western Wayne went to the polls 
last week and elected an Arab American, a po¬ 
lice officer and an attorney to the highest posi¬ 
tions in their respective communities. 

While all media attention was focused on 
the City of Dearborn where Arab-American 
Abed Hammoud was challenging Mayor 
Michael Guido, a similar scenario was taking 
place next door in the City of Wayne. 

Whereas it was generally thought Ham¬ 
moud had no chance against Guido, Lebanese- 
American Abdul Haidous was running neck 
and neck with incumbent mayor, Robert Dick¬ 
erson in Wayne. 

And when the votes were counted Guido 
had won by 79% in a city where Arab-Ameri- 
cans number close to 20% of the population. 
Haidous, however, squeezed by Dickerson, 
where Arab-Americans only number a hand¬ 
ful, and thus became the first Arab-American 
to win a city’s top office in southeast Michigan. 

Haidous, 57, and owner of Al's Friendly Mar¬ 
ket in Wayne, has served several terms as a city 
councilman. He moved here from Lebanon in 
1959, married, and had five children graduate 
from Wayne-Westland Schools. 

He beat a formidable and popular mayor in 
Dickerson, because Haidous has been a fix¬ 
ture longer in the community and worked 
harder at campaigning. In the end there was 
very little fallout from the wave of anti-Arab 
sentiment that has swept the natioa Haidous 
won comfortably with 54% of the vote. 

Voters in Romulus evidently thought it was 
time for a change. They voted for police officer 
Alan Lambert over longtime mayor, William 
Oakley by a 60-40 margin. 

Lambert isn’t just any police officer He is 
president of the Romulus Board of Education 
and has served several terms on the city coun¬ 
cil. In other words, he is no spring chicken 
when it comes to city politics. 

But he isn’t an Oakley either Oakley has ei¬ 
ther been mayor or on the fringe of Romulus 


politics for 
four 

decades. 

However, 
his reserved 
demeanor 
and tight- 
fisted ways 
turned off to 
many people over time. Lambert was elected 
because voters want someone who will listen, 
and not dictate to them how things will be. 

Westland chose attorney and council presi¬ 
dent Sandy Cicirelli over city councilman and 
reformist Richard LeBlanc. 

Apparently voters were not ready to accept 
the wholesale changes LeBlanc had promised 
after enduring the recall of two councilmen, 
and subsequent resignation of two more just a 
year ago. 

LeBlanc received the exact percentage of 
votes that he did in the primary, which means 
the bulk of the Emery Pnce voters sided with 
Cicirelli. Cicirelli was able to forge a coalition 
of city employees, senior citizens and union 
members, to beat LeBlanc’s populist, grass¬ 
roots movement 

But the election is only the beginning of an 
extremely tough mission for Cicirelli. At the 
same time they voted for her, residents re¬ 
soundingly defeated funding for the incinera¬ 
tor and overwhelmingly supported the "elect¬ 
ed clerk’ proposal. 

The incinerator issue is going to create 
some rough moments for Cicirelli. LeBlanc 
campaigned hard against it, and the voters cer¬ 
tainly agreed. Cicirelli will have to do an 
about-face or run the risk of angering many of 
her supporters. 

But there are other issues that will continue 
to make Westland a veritable minefield. Police 
cars, new City Hall, a diminishing budget, 
etc.etc will stretch the new Mayor's negotiating 
skills to the max. 



Here come de tax collector 


It has been said, “Necessity is 
the mother of invention.” 

That is being evidenced in the 
Michigan Legislature as it seeks to 
find new ways to raise revenue 
without appearing to be raising 
taxes. 

In response to the reduced tax 
revenues resulting from the slow¬ 
down in the economy, the gover¬ 
nor has already instituted severe 
cuts in expenditures for the next 
fiscal yean Department heads are 
screaming bloody murder and the 
legislature is responding. 

All kinds of special assess¬ 
ments are being proposed or in¬ 
creased. One example is SB 808, 
which has already passed the sen¬ 
ate. It deals with fines, “costs” and 
assessments on traffic violations. 

The bill sets out minimum and 
maximum “costs” to be assessed, 
along with fines for traffic offenses 
including parking violations. 

The one exception to the maxi- 
mums is violations involving a 
“commercial” vehicle where 
there is no maximum. The statute 
reads, “the judge, district court 
referee, or district court magis¬ 
trate shall summarily tax and de¬ 
termine the costs of the action, 



which shall not be limited to the 
costs taxable in ordinary civil ac¬ 
tions, and may include all expens¬ 
es, direct and indirect... up to the 
entry of the judgment” So much 
for a friendly business climate. 

Then there are the special as¬ 
sessments. SB 808 would add a $5 
charge to every traffic case where 
a fine was levied to be remitted to 
the state to be put in the Michigan 
justice training fund. Another bill 
(SB 607) would increase from $5 to 
$10 a charge on traffic violations 
for the Secondary Road Patrol 
and Training Program. 

Another feature of SB 607 
would charge ordinary traffic vio¬ 
lators a $5 fee to help pay counties 
for incarceration of convicted 
felons. 

As more and more jurisdictions 
“downgrade” misdemeanors to 
“civil infractions” it should be re¬ 


membered that most constitution¬ 
al protections are not available 
when charged with a civil infrac¬ 
tion. There is no right to an attor¬ 
ney, a jury trial, confronting of wit¬ 
nesses, and there is no appeal of 
the judgment 

There would most likely be a 
tremendous outcry from the pub¬ 
lic if this extra revenue were 
raised through an increase in the 
income tax or sales tax. But the 
legislature has found a way to let 
the judges (and magistrates and 
referees) take the heat 

But, after all, isn’t it just the 
lawbreakers that are getting 
soaked? Reflect on that when you 
get a ticket (charge of a civil in¬ 
fraction) for playing your radio too 
loud, letting your grass grow too 
high or jaywalking 

Civil infractions have become a 
revenue measure sold as a trade¬ 
off of loss of constitutional rights 
for no possibility of jail time. How¬ 
ever, with the state supreme court 
now saying you can be sent to jail 
(for contempt of court) for not pay¬ 
ing your fine (plus costs and as¬ 
sessments) at the time of judg¬ 
ment, all that is left is the loss of 
constitutional rights.

Coach leads Vikings to back-to-back Mega hoops championships

Inkster has annexed the Mega- 
Red domain to its hoops achieve¬ 
ments. 

The Vikings finished the Mega- 
Red Division with a perfect 12-0 
record; they are 20-0 going into 
Mondays first round of the Class 
A district playoffs. During his two 
year tenure as head coach at 
Inkster High, Coach Dave Mann is 
yet to lose a game. 

Although they jumped from the 
bottom rung to the top tier of the 
Mega Conference basketball 
world, Mann and the Vikings con¬ 
tinue to dominate their confer¬ 
ences. 


Mann’s Vikings at Inkster High 
School captured the Gold Division 
girls' basketball title a year ago 
and, instead of the traditional 
gradual climb to the top of the 
conference’s divisions - the con¬ 
ference has Mega-Red , Mega- 
White, Mega-Blue and Mega-Gold 
divisions, Mann opted to test his 
team against the best the Mega 
has to offer, and so far he has a 
perfect score. 

The Vikings responded with an 
unblemished 20-0 season and the 
divisional title. Hence, Mann and 
Inkster become the first team and 
coach to ever win back-to-back 
championships in the Mega-Gold 
and the Mega-Red Divisions 

“We are pleased with what we 


have accomplished,” said Mann 
during a telephone interview on 
Monday "But we have the playoffs 
ahead of us, and no one is going to 
allow us to rest on our laurels. 
Someone out there is just waiting 
to snap the streak 

“And if you don’t think they will 
be gunning for us, think again.” 

Since taking over the Vikings a 
year ago, Mann has led Inkster to 
40 consecutive victories. That 
streak is in jeopardy as Inkster, if 
it survives Monday’s first round of 
playoff action at Clarenceville, 
would face the No. 1 ranked Class 
C team in the state this year - De¬ 
troit Benedictine. 

Ironically, at least four of the 
Ravens played for Mann at Bishop 


Borgess three years ago. Mann left 
Borgess in 2000 to take his pre¬ 
sent position as athletic director 
and head girls’ basketball coach at 
Inkster High. 

Inkster wrapped up the regular 
season with a relatively easy, 66- 
42, victory over Taylor Truman. It 
was Truman that took the Vikings 
down to the wire in the first round 
before losing a cliffhanger 

And, the rematch appeared at 
first to be a rerun of the first en¬ 
counter. Truman trailed only by a 
basket, 11-9, after the first period 
before Inkster’s Laelah Qawee 
and Dominique Whitner fired up 
their team and led them to a 34-18 
advantage at half-time. 

Qawee drilled eight of her 


game high 16 and Whitner scored 
all of her seven points in the sec¬ 
ond period surge. Tiffany Evans 
also scored in double figures. She 
had 12. 

Qawee shared high-scoring 
honors with Truman’s Tiana John¬ 
son who also scored 16 points. 

The Vikings were near-perfect 
at the free throw line where they 
canned nine of 10 shots as com¬ 
pared to Truman’s perfect four- 
for-four at the free throw line. 

On Thursday, against a team 
that they easily repelled in the 
first round, the Vikings struggled 
to win a four-point decision (51- 
47) over an upset-minded Monroe. 
The Trojans led most of the first 
half as they edged their visitors 14- 


13 after one and increased its 
lead to 25-19 at the half. 

The Vikings recovered after 
the break and, thanks to Tiffany 
Evan’s six third period points, 
eliminated the deficit and went 
up, 34-33. Down to the final buzzer, 
Inkster never surrendered the 
lead again to their visitors. 

Evans finished with a game 
high 13 points, while Keisha 
Young added 11. 

Monroe placed two players in 
double figures. Ashley Schatzle 
had 14 and Terra Teague chalked 
up 11. 

The Class C District Champi¬ 
onship at Clarenceviille High 
School will be decided at 7:30 p.m. 
on Thursday.

Westland John Glenn dug a 
deep hole early and was buried 
by visiting Redford Catholic Cen¬ 
tral Friday night in a regional 
high school football playoff 
game. 

Coach Chuck Gordon’s Rock¬ 
ets spotted RCC 35-points over a 
span of three quarters, then fran¬ 
tically put together an unprece¬ 
dented record-setting series that 
provided the host 18 points in 
the last 11 minutes of the game. 
All the Glenn TDs came in the 
wake of onside punt recoveries. 

And even the diehard Glenn 
football fans could not recall 
anything like it 

Keith DeMolay, who has been 
Glenn’s “statman” for more than 
a decade said he could not recall 
any Glenn team that recovered 
three consecutive onside kicks 
and scored after each recovery. 

“It just hasn’t happened,” said 
DeMolay. ‘And I have not missed 
a Glenn game in ages. It was 
something to behold. You had to 
be there to really appreciate 
what happened. I for one will 
never forget the game.” 

The Westlanders ran off 24 
successive plays in the final 11 
minutes that stunned Catholic 
Central and their veteran coach 
Tom Mack who offered this com¬ 
ment only after his team posted 
the victory: “No one has ever 
done this to us before; and I 
hope no one ever repeats. It was 
incredible.” 

Down 35-0 with 11 left in their 
season, Glenn’s Anthony Harrell 
recovered what was the first of 
three onside kicks. Glenn junior 
quarterback Brian Ceckiewicz 
teamed up with sophomore run¬ 
ning back De’Anthony Granber- 
ry on a 32-yard touchdown pass 
that broke the proverbial ice and 
dissipated CC’s hope of a 
shutout 

On the ensuing kickoff, the 
Rockets again tried an onside 
;ick , and this time senior An-
